Air power struck at German installations around the Anzio battle­ 
field and about Cassino as lifting weather permitted 800 sorties Sunday. 
For the moment, at least, the impact of the massive German counter­ 
attack had been blunted, but the Germans probably were reforming for 
an even more violent attem pt to push the Allies into the sea. 
The Germans bombed another hospital on the beach, causing 
casualties. 
More than 2,000 Nazis filled prison cages below Rome.

SPLITTING PLASMA IN FRACTIONS 
According to Howard \Y. Blakeslee, Associated tress 
Science editor, the Red Cross blood plasma, which has 
been the foremost lifesaver of American wounded, has 
been split into a number of fractions each cl which is 
as miraculous as plasma. 
These fractions, and their production for the armed 
forces on a big scale, most of them military secrets until 
now, were described to the New York section of the Am­ 
erican Chemical Society last week by Dr. Edwin J. Cohn, 
of Harvard University. 
One fraction, albumin, does all the work of plasma 
and only one fifth the volume is required. 
A second, of the globulins which protect man from 
many diseases, is the best preventive and theatment 
for measles yet found and is in large-scale production 
for the armed forces. 
A third, made of two of the blood's clotting elements, 
Is a new plastic, which looks like a cross between nylon 
and rubber, and is in use in surgery where sheets of it 
have been substituted for lost layers of lining over the 
brain. 
Two others are new' substances that quickly stop 
bleeding in wounds. 
A sixth is the isohemagglutinins which define the 
different types of blood, and is in use in military typing. 
While we are on the subject of plasma may we re­ 
mind the 200-odd donors listed for tomorrow to be sure 
and be on hand on schedule. 


S L IG H T D I F F E R E N C E 
There is, it seems, a small but vocal group in this 
country agitating for an early end of the war, and a 
negotiated peace. From England, too, have come some 
recent demands for a quick cessation of hostilities— 
without the negotiated peace. They were expressed by 
Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery. 
“This war began a long while ago,” he said to troops 
preparing for the invasion. “I am getting fed up with 
the thing. I think it nearly time we finished it.”
